| Besieged by Devilfish. 


AN ADVENTDKE IN EASTERN WATERS— 


OCTOPI Df POSSESSION OF A SCHOONER. 


INew York Son.] 


The great ndise and excitement kicked 


up in America whenever an octopus is 
captured seems queer enough to a sailor 
who baa voyaged to tropical countries. 
He 


Is by no means a rare sight in warm lati- 
tudes, and the fact that he is not dreaded, 
like the shark, Is because instances are rare 
where he attacks man. 
I do not believe 


tbe hideous monster ever attacks huraim 
beings from hunger. 
The sea Is full of 


their sort of food, and nature never ex- 
pected them to prey on the flesh and bones 
of a tough old salt. My experience with 
the terrible creatures has also gone to 
prove that they seldom or never attack a 
person unless their anger Is excited. 


For over four y,ears I was mate and 


master of a small schooner plying between 
Spice Islands and Singapore in the interest 
of an American trader. 
I do not think I 


made a single trip without seeing from 
one to a dozen of the horrible, devil fish. 
One day in the Banda sea it felt dead calm, 
and a current drifted us close upo$ an is- 
land to the north of the Lesse?LTimar. 
We let go the anchor in a little bay, and 
when the schooner brought up she was in 
twelve feet of water, and within fifty feet 
of the beach. As the weather was hot the 
sailors slept on deck, there being one white 
man and five natives. 
Everything passe'd 


off quietly until just in the gray of morn- 
ing, when a terrible commotion on deck 
routed me out. It seemed that an octopus 
had crawled up the low side ot the schooner, 
perhaps to gratify its curiosity, but seeing 
tbe sleeping men had, perhaps, also to 
gratify his curiosity, flung a feeler at one 
of them and taken such a hold of his hand 
and arm that he awoke with a shout of 
pain. The others were also aroused, and 
seeing what had happened they seized 
whatever weapons were tithund, and mude 
the octopus release its hold. 
I came on 


deck just as it fell into the water alongside, 
and the splush was as heavy as if- a man 
had fallen overboard. A portion1 of the 
feeler whiph had grasped the sailor had 
been broken off by the blows. There were 
three or four feet • f it,(and for a time L 
squirmed and twisted about the deck like a 
snake. 
It had touched the man's flesh 


only in the spot on the back of the hand, 
but he made as much ado over it as one 
would a bullet in the leg. 
It was a horri- 


ble wound, however. 
• It was twenty mi nutes after we had beaten 
oft the octopus, when there was another 
cry from the deck, and I heard the men 
run forward aud siumble into the forecas- 
tle and slide the cover. More irom in- 
stinct than any thought of danger, I closed 
the cabin door, then the skylight which 
lighted the cabin. 
After two or three 


minutes the sailors came climbing over 
the cargo—we being about one-third full— 
and I !et them into the cabin. 
They suid 


that when the octopus fell into the water, 
he swaui off in the direction of a rocky 
reef on our poit quarter, aaddistagt about 
two hundred feet. 
After a few minutes 


the men noticed a considerable commotion 
in the water, and this gradually approach- 
ed. All at once they made out five or six 
octopi at the vessel's side, and before they 
drew back and ran away the monsters 
were throwing their feelers over the low 
bulwarks. 


•'There's one "of 'em, sir—there's one!" 


shouted the mate at this moment, and we 
turned our faces to the skylight, to see 
three or four of the horrible feelers play- 
ing over it. 
At the same moment the 


schooner was canted to port with a sudden 
pull of all three streaks, or with as much 
force as a strong puff of wind would have 
exercised in open sea. At this movement, 
all the natives broke out into a yell of af- 
fright, and as I sternly rebuked them, one 
of them exchduaed: 


L LOh, Captain, the devil fish have come 


aboard, and not one of us can escape!" 


There was no longer any doubt that we 


were beset by the creatures. 
There was 


not a second in which the feelers were not 
playing over the sky light, imd others could 
be heard fastening to and dragging things 
about the deck. The noise on deck might 
be likened to a row between four or five 
men. 
Everything movable was being 


moved and flung about. My skylight had 
a hard-wood frame and heavy glass, and 
the feelers found very little to grasp. The 
noise made as the cups fastened to the 
glass by suction and let go again was like 
the snap of a pair of pincers. 
Looking 


from the bull's eye in the stern, I could see 
that the water was all in a commotion, al- 
though there was not u breath of air out- 
side. 


I carefully slid open the doorbf thetfom- 


panion to get a look on deck. The Bight 
was one no man could ever forget, 
n 


there was one octopus on the port ran 
there w»re a dozen, and if there was one 
feeler twisting and squirming around the 
decks there were forty. They were twist- 
ed around everything and pulling at every- 
thing. I did not have more than thiity 
seconds time to glance arbund before three 
or four feelers shot at me at once, and J 
closed the slide not a second too soon to 
, avoid th«rn. 
\ They hud come aboard of us about six 
o'clock in the morning, and at ten o'clock 
were still there, though for the last half 
hour the noise on deck hud been lean. 
This wus accounted for by the fact that 
almost everything movable'hnd gone over- 
board. 
There was not ut that time a be- 


laying-pin, tapatan bar, stick of firewood, 
oar or loose rope left on board. The scut- 
tle-butt, which no sea sweeping over us 
could dislodge, had been wrenched from 
lifi fastenings and rolled from stem to stern 
a dozen times. 
Blankets, which the men 


had brought up the previous evening, had 
been rent and torn in all sorts of shapes a«< 
the horrid arms pulled at them. 
The tai- 


paulins had been torn from the hatches and 
dragged about, and had not the hutch cov- 
ers been securely hooked, they would cer- 
tainly have been wrenched off. 


Shortly after ten o'clock I slid back the 


door to.securc another look. It seemed as 
if some of the creatures were, gone; at 
least there were not so many arms twist- 
ing about. 
Lifting my head until I could 


see along the port rail. I discovered the 
beaks of only two octopi. Others were in 
the water alongside, however, and had 
thi-ir feelers over the'rail; some clinging 
fast to shroud or mast, while others were 
carefully moving about. 
A breeze had 


come up, and I was angry and impatient 
at the delay, but I restrained myself £o 
wait for another hnlf hour. 
By that lime 


the creatures had deserted us entirely.
